niooia. Hp gn-w betler. howiv.r, iiirl 
bint .'^allllday went out for a walk and 
ciiiii" back exhausted and took to hia bod, 

wliirh he iievr left. 

l)x-Mayor Ivhvnrd Cooper and Mrs. 
Abruhain S. Hewitt were with him when 
he lireatlied his last. .Mr. Cooper's wife, 
who wna .Miss Sarah Bedell, of Uempaiond. 
L. I., and whom bo married ia 1818. diod 
ia 1869. 

Potor Cooper was bom in New York i n 

1791, hi.s parents being in biiiiiMe ci:oiini- 
atanees. He was o)iliged to pick up an 
education a-< hci he c iuld. At seventeen 
he w8>i an iipjirwiiicp at coach making. His 
first start tov\aril.-< a fortune was by the in- 
vention of an improvement in machinea for 
shearing cloth during tho war of 1812-16. 
He then went into the manufketuro of 
cabinet ware, afterwarda into tho grooory 
buaiaoas, and AaftUy ia the maau- 
faoturo of glno ftad {singlass, in 
wbieb * buahioas he remained for 
OTor half a century, accumulating a hand- 
some fortune. In IHIiO he built works for 
the manufacture of iron, and afterward a 
rolling and wire mill in New York. In 
184,'> he had a rolling mill for making rail- 
road bars ui Trenton, N. J. Al Baltimore, 
in 1830, he deaiguated and built the first 
locomotive engine construetod in America, 
operating it on the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad. For eighteen TOftra bo waa Prosi- 
doatof the New York, New fouadlftftd ftad 
LoadoB Telegraph Cotnpany. Ho ftloo 
porimented successfully ia ft projeot for 
tho best propelling power for boats on the 
Krie ("anal, using llie endless chain. Al- 
ways interested in hix native city, he \mis 
chosen to the l!o:iiil ..f .^ssixisniv and of 
Aldermen. Ilo was nl-o proiiiiiieiit in the 
eHtablisbmcnl of the oi l I'hI.lic S. Iiool .So- 
ciety. He accomplished iliu great oli.eot of 
his life, the establi.shmeiit of an institu- 
tion, the Cooper Union, for i^ee education. 
In 1864 he laid tho ooraor-stono of a large 
building on Third aad Fourth avonuea in 
Now York, devoted to art and aeiciice. 
This institution now eoimto over 2.00U pu- 
)>ils per year. It has ft school of art fur 
women, a free school of fleirraphy for 
yoiini' Women, lecture rooms, reading rooms, 
and a liln :i i v of o\ er lU.IHXl volutiies. Th;* 
annual e.vpeiise of tlii.'i iiistitulion is about 
;?iiU.iiiN). in 187'.) Mr. Cooper ftddod 
other slury to this building.
